PREFACE i 


The Kurukshetra Bahumukhi Vikas Yojana is taking shape in response to the call of 
Kurukshetra to tap this ancient fountain of Indian culture and civilization for the flow of 
new impulses towards moral and spiritual renovation of Indian society. The message of 
Kurukshetra has in it, every thing that concerns the well-being of humanity. Its key note 
is spiritual enlightenment. 


i The primary aim of the programme which has been taken up at Kurukshetra now is 
to bring to bear on the situation in the country and the solution of its problems, the resou- 
rces of the age old Sanskriti of this land. Bharatiya Sanskriti must come into its own by 
concerted efforts, if through it, this great mission has to be accomplished. 


The foremost need, now, is that people should know what their Dharma is, in each 
case. Further, for most of the people, the perception and strength to follow the path of 
Dharma, will arise only when devotion to the divine power grows in their hearts. Our 
society will then be well-equipped to advance on the economic and social fronts also. This 
is the surest way to make our country and the Indian nation strong and secure against threats 
from outside and hazards from within. There can be no genuine love of the country which is 
not deeply rooted in its culture and tradition.

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The Swasthya Kendra aims at a wide diffusion of knowledge about the principles 
and practices which form the basis of positive health of the body and the mind. Ayurveda 
with its integral approach to the human constitution can provide the means for prevention of 
disease and the attainment of vibrant health. Given the opportunity, Ayurveda has the 
capacity and the breadth of outlook to accept and absorb all that is good and essential in 
the scientific discoveries, of the present times. The aim of the Kendra is to make practical 
use of the great possibilities of Ayurveda for the benefit of the people and to make Kurukshe- 
tra an important centre for the development of Ayurveda. 


My hope and assurance that this Project will bear good fruit, rests upon the blessings 
of saints and those who live in God and carry His message wherever they go. Facilities 
will have to be created at Kurukshetra so that as many of them as possible frequent this 
place and some at least make it their permanent abode. Abutting on the Kurukshetra Tank 
there is a piece of land measuring 8 acres which has so far been known as the Sadhna farm. 
It will now become the Sadhna Ashram as cottages are built for persons of realisation and 
those engaged in this quest, who will choose to stay here. Kurukshetra is a small place. 
Activities located here will, of course, help those who live in the area but they are certainly 
meant for the entire people of India. 


These few words are addressed to those to whom the programme envisaged here and 
spelt out in the brief introduction reproduced at the end of this Report makes an appeal. 
If it does, they will give their support liberally and in abundance. In the pages which follow, 
there is a brief account of the functions at _ the time of the inauguration of the Project on the 
31st of March and the Ist of April 1972. Part Two deals with the progress till the middle 
of this month after the inauguration. Part Three sets out the programme, which is worked 
out in terms of a period of three months and of three years. Part Four describes in outline 
the organisation which exists and will be created for the fulfilment of the tasks that have been 
undertaken. Part Five sets out the needs and gives an idea of the magnitude of the resources 
required to meet them.

BHARATIYA SANSKRITI KENDRA 


The Sammelan : Swami Gangeshwaranandji inaugurated the Bharatiya Sanskriti 
Sammelan on the 31st March. Swami Ganeshanand presided. Dr. S.K. Dutta, Vice- 


‘Chancellor, Kurukshetra University, welcomed the delegates and indicated how in a 


- variety of ways the University could furnish support and cooperation in furtherance of the 


aims of the Project. The opening Session was addressed by a number of scholars and 
saints. 


In his inaugural speech Swami Gangeshwaranandji dealt with the important aspects 
of Indian culture and threw light on its essential elements. He laid stress on spiritual 
realization as the goal of human activity. The Indian view of life and its purpose, provides a 
comprehensive approach to the attainment of all round progress of man culminating in his 
liberation from the bondage of material existence. This according to him was the 
Special contribution of Bharatiya Sanskriti towards the human quest for real and enduring 


happiness. 


Shri G.L. Nanda gave at the end of the sitting a brief exposition of the objectives 
and contents of the Project. 


At the subsequent sessions, some papers were read in extenso. Some others were 


presented in summary form by the authors. The discussions on various subjects were 


illuminating and evoked lively interest. On the afternoon of the 31st March, Pt. 
Gauri Nath Shastri former Vice-Chancellor of the Varananasi Sanskrit Vishvavidyalaya 
presided over the afternoon sitting. He gave his comments on the papers read earlier and 
dwelt on the essence of the Geeta. He expressed his appreciation of the Kurukshetra Bahu- 


= mukhi Vikas Yojana, specially, the scheme relating to the Bhartiya Sanskriti 


Kendra and the Sammelan. The highlights of the proceedings of the 2nd of April was 
an address by Dr. V. Raghavan. It lasted two hours. This Sitting was presided over by the 
Vice-Chancellor of the Kurukshetra University.

SHRI KRISHNA GOPALAN KENDRA

The foundation-stone of Shri Krishna Gopalan Kendra was laid by Shri Shri Anand- 


mayee Ma at about 11 A.M. on the Ist of April, 72 after the Pujan ceremony in which Ma 
participated. 


The inauguration meeting was graced by the presence of Anandmayee Ma and was 
addressed by Swami Ganeshanandji. Swamiji explained the purposes which the Gopalan 
Kendra was intended to serve and stated that while large contributions from the’ well-to-do 
would be welcome for the development of the Centre, we value small contributions 
from the people, in large numbers. He also announced that Shri Rameshwar Lal Aggarwalji 
had kindly agreed to assume responsibility for the construction of the Structures required 
for the first phase of the Gopalan Kendra. Selected five cows—a gift from the Goshala at 
Uchana Mandi, started by Swami Ganeshanand—were presented at the site, as the nucleus of 
the stock of the Gopalan Kendra. 


We are thankful to the Animal Husbandary Department of the Haryana Govern- 


ment, in Karnal Distt. for providing guidance in the layout and planning of the Kendra. — a 
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The site of the Kendra is a plot of land about one kilometer from the Kurukshetra Railway 
Station, which the Navjeevan Sangh holds on a 99 years lease. 


SHRI KRISHNA KURUKSHETRA SWASTHYA KENDRA. 


At noon on the Ist of April, the opening ceremony of the Aushadhalaya was performed 
by Sri Sri Shiv Bal Yogi. There wasa great deal of enthusiasm among the people who 
attended the function in large numbers. Swami Ganesnanadji explained the scope of the 
work of the Swasthya Kendra and the’ purpose for which it had been created. Pt. Hari 
Dutt Shastri, gave a brief exposition of the approach of Ayurved with regard to the 
preservation of health and vitality and efficacious modes of treatment of physical and 
mental disorders, provided by this ancient Shastra. 


Pt. K. Muni of Agra explained that the word Ayu was the key to Ayurved and its 
function was therefore to preserve vitality and help in the attainment of longivity. 


For the present, arrangements haye been made for outdoor treatment, and the 
Aushadhalaya has already started functioning in Nabha House, near the sacred Sinnhit 
Tank, where large number of pilgrims stream in and out daily. 


The Nabha House is a spacious building which the Haryana Government has made 
available for the activities of the Shri Krishna Swasthya Kendra. 


In the same place arrangements have been made for the preparation of medicines for 
the treatment of the patients. Treatment is free for all those who cannot afford to pay. A 
‘small charge of 10 paise per day has been fixed in the case of others. 


All the expenditure incurred in connection with the Aushadhalaya is being met by a 
philanthropist from Bombay. From the beginning the records of the Aushadhalaya have 
‘been designed to serve the: purpose of research. The Vice-Chancellor of the Kurukshetra 
University has announced that out of a fund at the disposal of the University, a sum of 
Rs. 700/- will be available to the Swasthya Kendra every month for the purpose of Ayurvedic 


A scheme has been adopted introducing the system of visiting physicians (Vaidyas) of 


te Tepute, who will be visiting the Centre periodically, so that specialised guidance, ata high

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PART III 


PROGRAMME 


The programme for various constituents of the Kurukshetra Bahumukhi Vikas Yojana 
is being worked out in two phases: 


(i) for the next three months; and 


(ii) for a period of three years. = 
(i) For the next three months: 


l. Bharatiya Sanskriti Kendra: A three year plan will be drawn up for. the activities to be 
taken up under this head and the buildings which should be constructed for this purpose. 
The site on which this construction will take place is a plot of 4 acres held by the Navjeevan 
Sangh on 99 years lease right in the middle of the big Kurukshetra Tank. 


(A) Anusandhan Vibhag: During this period details of the plan for Research for the next 
three years will be settled and decisions will be taken regarding the necessary arrangements in 
respect of personnel and other facilities. 


(B) Sadhana: A Committee of saints and Yogis willbe set up to recommend the lines on 
which Sadhana may be developed through the Bharatiya Sanskriti Kendra. The deliberations 
of the Committee will begin during this period. . 


` 


(C) Shiksha and Parchar Vibhag: One of the important aims of this activity will be to 
make the concept of Dharma as the basis of our lives and pave the way for internal reform in 


our society and to take up cudgels against the evil of superstitious beliefs and practices and the 
exploitaltion of relgious sentiments 


(i) The plan for a Gyan Mandir will be drawn up. 


(ii) A programme for a series of pamphlets for the use of householders and young 
people will be prepared. There will be endeavour to make a beginning in this direction during 
this period. 


(iii) There will be a weekly programme of satsang and kirtans, and as often as 
possible there will be a discourse by a scholar or a saint preferably at the site of the Bharatiya 
Sanskriti Kendra. The plan will include the establishment of Satsang mandals in other parts 
of the country. 


(iv) A scheme will be formulated for the teaching of Sanskrit and the study of the 
Shastras. 


(D) Upasana: A plan will be drawn up for construction of a Ved Mandir and other 
temples for the spiritual needs of the devotees. 
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(E) Sammelan: The Sammelan will be organised on the basis of a continuing dialogue 
among scholars, carried on through correspondence. 


Papers and abstracts of proceedings will be circulated. Arrangements will be taken up for 
making the Sammelan an annual feature. 


(F) Publications: A small beginning will be made. The Kurukshetra Sandesh will be 
Started during this period as a monthly periodical. 


GOPALAN KENDRA : 


Gosamvardhan: The first stage of construction will be completed within the next 
three months. The plan comprises the construction of a building to house 30 cows, along- 
with the ancillary structures. 


A cottage will also be built during the same period for the accommodation of the head 
of the Kendra. Swami Ganeshanandji occupies this position at present. There will be a 
stock of 30 cows in the first stage. This will be made up during or just after the completion 
of the construction. A part of the required fodder will be produced on whatever area 
is available for this purpose on the land attached to the Kendra. The milk produced in the 
Adarsh Dairy will be supplied, in the first place, to meet the needs of the Kurukshetra 
University, 


It is expected that families who cherish the cow will render assistance in the upkeep of 
uneconomic animals according to their capacity. 


SHRI KRISHNA KURUKSHETRA SWASTHYA KENDRA 


(A) Aushadhalaya: Outdoor treatment has already been started. The arrangements will be 
developed on a full scale, including visits by eminent physicians for diagnosis and treat- 
ment of selected cases. 


(B) A plan will be drawn up for a large size pharmacy and preparations will be undertaken 
so that a beginning can be made by the end of three months. 


(C) APlan has been prepared for reasearch in Ayurved a which at this stage can be carried 
on without indoor treatment facilities and a beginning will be made during this period, with 


the help of the grant offered through the Kurukshetra University. The following lines of 
research have been recommended:- 


(i) To engage in the study of ways to improve the physical and mental capacity and 
performance of students in educational institutions, and to observe the effect of Ayurvedic 
treatment in their cases. 


(ii) The injunctions of Ayurveda regarding Dos and Don'ts in respect of Ahar (Diet) 
specially the high preference for cow’s milk in Ayurved. 


(iii) A study of some selected diseases which are taking a heavy and increasing toll of 
life in the prevailing conditions. 
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It is proposed to set up a mobile unit which will cover the rural areas. The Central 
Research Council for Indian Medicine has been approached for this purpose. 


(D) Health Education: Some attempt will be made during this period to disseminate 
knowledge regarding certain aspects of personal hygeine, according to Ayurveda. 


(ii) Programme for the period of next three years : 


1. Bharatiya Sanskriti Kendra : Bharatiya Sanskrit Bhavan will be put at the site of the 
Akshar Purshottam Bagh during this period to house the activities of the Bharatiya 
Sanskriti Kendra. Branches and Centres may be established in different parts of the country 
where conditions are favourable for the pursuit of research and the practice of Sadahna on the 
lines and in the directions developed at Kurukshetra. Moral and spiritual direction of the 
Bharatiya Sanskriti Kendra will be determined on the basis of the consensus of a body of Saints 


to be known as the Sant Mandal. There will also be a Vidvan Mandal which will discuss and 
deal with academic aspects of various questions which arise. 


(A) Anusandhan Vibhag: On the basis of the recommendations 
for Research a beginning will be made regarding programmes of rı 
Kurukshetra and Geeta with the help of scholars in the Kurukshetra 
A list will be prepared of the names of scholars who si 
research programme of the Bharatiya Sanskriti Kendra.

will enable farmers in Kurukshetra and other areas around to have good quality cows and 


heifers. A training programme will be taken in hand for Go Sewaks and Go Pracharks who 


will look after the cows on proper lines and who will Propagate Go Dharma among the people 
and promote proper upkeep, of the cow by private owners. 


Go Sadan: The Kendra will accept uneconomic cattle of the farmers and will 
maintain them. The female calves and heifers will be developed and utilised for further 
breeding purposes and the old ones will be maintained at the Kendra till they die a natural 
death. At this stage it is planned to accommodate upto 50 such cows. 
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lll. SHRI KRISHNA KURUKSHETRA SWASTHYA KENDRA : 


(A) Aushadhalaya: It is inténded to introduce a system of visiting physicians (Vaidyas) of 
repute who will be visiting the Centre by turns, so that chronic patients will have the advan- 
tage of help and guidance, at a high level. 


(B) Pharmacy : A well equipped Pharmacy will be established. The work of the 
Pharmacy will be progressively extended both in respect of prescriptions according to the 
Shastras and those which have proved to be of remarkable efficacy, on the basis of prolonged 


experience. 


Arrangements will be made for cultivation of herbs and for securing the supply of 
herbs and other ingredients in a pure and fresh condition. 


(C) Ayurvedic Hospital: Steps will be taken to establish the Ayurvedic hospital with the 
help of the Government and with the support of the people. 


(D) Ayurvedic College: Steps will also be taken for starting an Ayurvedic College which 
will be affiliated to the Kurukshetra University. 


(E) Ayurved a Resrarch Centre: Efforts will be made to develop a fulfledged Centre for 
research in Ayurved a as a part of the activities of the Swasthya Kendra. 


(F) Health Education: The main purpose of the Kendra is to propagate the principles of 
good health on the basis of the tenets of Ayurveda. This activity will be undertaken for the 


benefit of the mass of the people. 
IV. JEEVAN NIRVAH KENDRA : 


Needs of Life Centre: The basic idea underlying this programme has been explained 
ina brief introduction to the Scheme ‘A’ (Appendix 4).

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PART IV 


ORGANISATION 


The Kurukshetra Bahumukhi Vikas Yojana will be administered under the joint 
auspices of the Manav Dharma Mission and the Navjeevan Sangh. The Manav Dharma 
Mission takes the first place because the core of the Scheme—Bharatiya Sanskriti Kendra- 
and the Gopalan Kendra fall within its scope. The social and economic activities 
are related to the objects of the Navjeevan Sangh. Both the organisations have been 
registered under the Registration of Societies Act. At Kurukshetra, local 
Administrative Committees will be set up separately for each of the four Centres, i.e. 
Bharatiya Sanskriti Kendra, Shri Krishna Gopalan Kendra, Shri Krishna Kurukshetra 
Swasthya Kendra and the Jeevan Nirvah Kendra. The members of all the four Committees 
will together form a Coordination Committee which will bear the responsibility of supervision 
and guidance of the work of all these Centres. 


The Administrative Committees as wellas the Coordination Committee will function in 
accordance with the rules and directions issued by the Executive Committees of the Central 
Organisations. In addition there will be panel of consultants for each of the four Centres, 
‘composed of persons possessing special knowledge and experience in different fields. The 
local administration of the activities relating to the Yojana at Kurukshetra will be generally 
-under the direction of Swami Ganeshanand with the support of the local branch of the Manav 
Dharma Mission. 


To maintain close touch with those who take active interest in the project and contri- 
bute towards its progress, it is proposed to hold a Conference periodicaily. Among the 
members will be those who help the movement with donations. 


A report on the progress of the Project will be presented and discussed at the annual 
conference. 
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PART V 


NEEDS AND RESOURCES 


The project has an All India character though its centre is in K urukshetra. It has to 
spread out as a movement. The personnel and resources needed for it will be drawn from all.

The resources may be in kind or cash, as donations or grants. They may be earmar- 
ked for specific purposes or made available generally in support of the programmes. Some 
aid is expected from official sources for schemes which qualify on that score. The bulk of 
the funds has to flow fromthe people. The existing Trusts may find these programmes. 
worthy of generous help. New endowments may be created for certain objects. 


The requirements of development and maintenance have to be considered separately. 
Some of the schemes will become self-sustaining; others will need continuing assistance. 
Shri Krishna Gopalan Kendra should more than meet its recurring expenditure on- the 
Samvardhan side, once the buildings are constructed and equipped and a stock of cow is. 
obtained. We have plans for 100 to 120 cows in 4 stages. In the first stage, the building 
will be ready by the end of June. Funds are required for the purchase of 22: cows at this. 
Stage at the average price of Rs. 2500 per cow. 


Progress regarding the remaining three stages will depend on the rate at which dona- 
tions come in. The cost of the buildings will be about a lakh of rupees. We shall need. 
another 80 cows for which, I hope, gifts will not be lacking. 


For Go Raksha, i.e., the support of uneconomic cattle, gifts in kind and cash will 
have to continue till the problem has been solved by improved breeding on the one hand and 
the elimination of inferior animals by a curb on their multiplication on the other. We-have 
thought of looking after fifty such cows, as a part of our programme, at present. 


With regard to Shri Krishna Kurukshetra Aushadhalaya, the initial as well as the 
recurring expenditure will be met by a friend in Bombay. About Rs. 2 to 3 lakhs will be 
the capital cost for the Adarsh Pharmacy. Its operation should bring some net income. It 
a jmot be large because we shall insist on fresh and pure ingredients which must raise 
the cost. 


The plans for an Ayurvedic Hospital and College have yet to be worked out. It is 
expected that assistance from official sources will defray most of the expenditure on this 
account.

gained during the next few months. However, on a modest scale, the expenditure cannot be 
less than Rs. 50 thousand a year. 


At a minimum level, the programme for health education will require about Rs. 12,000 
a year. i 


; The Bharatiya- Sanskriti Kendra is the raison d,etre of the whole project. It is 
visualised that a suitable building—the Bharatiya Sanskriti Bhavan—will have been put up 
by the end of about 2 years. An architect has been asked to prepare a sketch and a rough 
estimate of cost. Living accommodation for those who will be engaged on full time basis, for 
the conduct of the Scheme, will have to be provided. 

The Sadhana Ashram has a space for about 20 cottages for the Mahatmas who would 
be staying there and a number of huts for the Sadhaks. They will come up in course of time 
on the strength of the faith of the devotees. 


The ‘activity both on the side-of Research and Sadhana will start on an improvised 
basis, before the construction of the building. Some scholars and practitioners will have to 
be associated from the very start. Anything worthwhile in this field cannot be taken up in no 
Isss than Rs. 3 thousand a month. 


A library asa partof the Sanskriti Kendra will growin the course of time. The 
Kurukshetra University has a library which will serve the immediate needs. Duplication 
will be avoided. About Rs. 20,000 will be required for acquiring manuscripts and creating 
a basis for the museum. 


On the side of Publications, we have an immediate programme of bringing out a 
monthly magazine—Kurukshetra Sandesh. With some assistance in the shape of advertise- 
ments it should stand on its own in due course. 


The Navjeevan Sangh has a Trust, and donations to it have been exempted from 
Income Tax.

A brief introduction to the Scheme 


Kurukshetra Bahumukhi Vikas Yojana is a many-sided approach. Kurukshetra 
should become a centre for the study and propagation of Indian cultural values. The: 
establishment of an Institution for this purpose to create facilities for research in this field 
is an important item of the programme. In the vast expanse of the Indian civilization from 
ancient times lie the roots of the Indian society. They provide the inner nourishment needed 
to preserve the vitality of the Indian people through thousands of years of changing times. 
Our scriptures from the earliest days have recognised the inevitability of change in the 
conditions and environment of the people and thus their special way of life. At the same 
time the seers and saints have all along laid stress on the over-riding importance of certain 
ideals, principles and values which must have an abiding place in our lives. The progressive 
erosion of these ingredients of our culture has created a serious threat for the long term 
identity andthe future of our society. As a part of the project, every year, Bharatiya 
Sanskriti Sammelan will be Organized. One of the aims of the Sammelan is to make an earnest 
search for the vital elements of Indian culture which are essential for sustaining and regenera- 


ting the moral fibre and spiritual quality of our people. 


It is imperative and unquestionable that we should avail ourselves fully of the abundant 
resources of science and technology for the needs of the increasing population and providing. 
a reasonable measure of comfort for all the people of this land. It is also an inescapable 
fact that no society can attain real happiness and enjoy true well-being, if its ‘Dharma’ 
Janguishes and its moral and spiritual values are eclipsed. 


Our land is well-known for the catholicity and tolerance embedded in the entire 
philosophic thought and religious tradition which have come down to us. If understood 
and presented properly they can become a powerful factor in ensuring communal and social 
peace and stimulating all round progress of the nation. They canalso help to provide 
effective means for meeting the challenges which confront modern society. The research 
activity to be undertaken thus, will be closely linked with the programmes of the 


Sammelan. 


There are numerous applications of the sacred lore which are capable of enhancing 
human happiness and fostering the growth of man to his full stature. A school for Sadhana 
will, therefore, come into being, in association with this research activity. The proposed 
Gyan Mandir and the Ved Mandir are indispensable adjuncts for worship and a varied pro- 
gramme for moral and spiritual instruction. 


The sanctity of the cow is intertwined inextricably with the religious tradition of India, 
in all the ages in its long history. It has a powerful hold on he emotions of the bulk of the 
people. The cow and its progeny have plaved a vital part in the development of the Indian 
civilization and immeasureable benefits still flow from them for this land. The Constitution 
of India accords an important place to the need for the protection of the cow. 


It is evident, however, unless essential practical steps are taken ona large scale, we 
cannot feel satisfied that we are doing our duty by the cow. 


The most effective way of affording protection to the cow is to do everything possible 
to augment its economic value. This can be done by improving its breed and upkeep and 
progressively raising the total yield in the life span of a cow to the maximum level so that it 
becomes worthwhile to provide food and shelter for it, till the end of its days. 
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E With this purpose Shri Krishna Gopalan Kendra is being established and its founda- 
tion will be laid onthe Ist of April by Shree Shree Anandmayi Ma. This centre is 


being planned on modern lines to accommodate a hundred cows and the same number of 
‘calves, in four stages. 


lt may be added that unless the multiplication of inferior cows is curbed and checked 
the task of cow protection will become unmanageable, in the present conditions. 


As a healing art with a deep scientific and philosophic basis Ayurveda has served the 
people of India, from times immemorial. It has gone through a long period of neglect and is 
still struggling to regain its rightful place. The measure of official acceptance it has received now 
is welcome, but a great deal more remains to be done to enable Ayurveda to develop its full 
strength. For its further evolution there isa large scope for non-official endeavour in colla- 


boration with the activities of the State under the care and guidance of the elite of the Ayur- 
vedic profession. 


The Kurukshetra Swasthya Kendra has been visualised as a step in this direction. A 
small beginning will be made on the Ist of April with the opening of an Ayurveda Aushadha- 
laya andan Adaresha Pharmacy. The latter will start its first phase with the ambitions 
purpose of serving Ayurveda through the use of reliable and pure ingredients in the 
preparation of medicines, in conformity with the shastric injunctions. 


The Plan to set up a Jeevan Nirvah Kendra (Needs of Life Centre) on a piece of land 
measuring about 75 Acres ina village close to Kurukshetra is a significant element of this 
Programme. It is a scheme of multipurpose development to provide employment, minimum 
standards of living, and opportunities for growth for a number of families, directly through 
the activities undertaken in connection with the Scheme. A much larger number of persons 
and families will benefit as a result of the advice and help which they can secure 
at this centre. Reasonable satisfaction of the five basic needs—nutrition, housing, clothing, 
education and health—may be regarded as the birthright of every individual and family in 
society. This programme is an endeavour to demonstrate, ona very small scale, the possi- 


bility of achieving this aim by working on principles of equitable distribution and optimum 
effort. ; ; 


There are special reasons for choosing Kurukshetra as the site of a cluster of institu- 
tions bearing on important aspects of the peoples’ life. Kurukshetra has been the cradle 
of Indian civilisation right from the dawn of history. It was the site of the origins, growth 
and fruition, of the best in Indian thought and tradition. The message of the Geeta was 
also delivered here. The 100Sq. miles (48 Kos) of the Kurukshetra area is studded with 
places, associated with the names of the Rishies of old, who gave us the scriptures and our 


renowned philosophical texts. This area is strewn with a large number of temples and tanks - 


of hoary antiquity. Lakhs of people from all parts of India gather here, on the occasion of 
the Solar eclipse and other fairs. These facts are the basis of the hope that Kurukshetra 
may still become the focal point for the emergence of new forces, leading to the integration 
of all the valuable strands in our past history and whatever bears the promise of being good 
for us, in the new developments. :
